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Obſervations on Mr. John Weſley 's Sentiment of 
. . the difliinguiſhing Doctrines of Chriſtianity. 


Ns many of my ſubſcribers, and others of 
manifold denomirlations in the North of 
Ireland, are inquiſitive to know Mr. Weſley's 
real ſentiments relating to the grand doctrines 
of revealed religion, I ſhall therefore gratify my 
readers in that particular. 
When Mr. Weſley firſt ſet out in the religi- 
ous. character, the following important articles 
of the reformation; were the object of his in- 
dignation, viz. The doctrine of perſonal and 
eternal election, particular redemption, . juſtifi- 
cation, through the imputed-righteouſneſs of Jeſ- 
us, and the faints final perſeverance in grace. 
1 Theſe unſpeakably precious doctrines 
of eternal life, which are the glory of re- 
vealed religion, has been the conſtant ſubjects of 
his deriſion, ever ſince he aſſumed the character 
of a teacher ; indeed there was a time, when Mr. 
Weſley approved of the forecited articles of the

chriſtian faith, and confirmed his engagement 
with a ſolemn oath, when he was admitted a 
ſtudent in the Univerſity at Oxford ; but when 
he became 71ghteous in his own eſteem, then he 
eluded his former obligation, and declared, that 
he would be a Turk, or a Jew, or a Deiſt, 

ea, an, Atheiſt, rather than a Calvinit; and 
is being poſſeſſed with an uncommon degree 
of infatuation, and givea over to the ſtrongeſt 
deluſions of inſenſibility, gave juſt occaſion for 
his ſeparation from the Univerſity, by which 
means, he was deprived of epiſcopal orders in 
the efabliſbed eburch. His: ſingularities in ſenti- 
ment, ſoon ſpread abroad, and made a great 
noiſe in the world, which drew great multi- 
tudes of the unthinking many after him, which 

continues unto this day, _ 4 * 
acknowledge that he is a gentleman and a 
ſoholar, that he is a man of ſurpriſing parts; 
his natural genius being lively, and raking a 
turn for religion, he has been very fucceſsful in 
making profelytes, compaſſing both ſea and land 
for that purpoſe ; and to give him his due, 1. 
believe he has civihzed many hundreds, if not 
thouſands, and brought them to a better way 
of living, fo chat they are become better fub- 
zedts, better maſters, better neighbours and bet- 
ter ſervants; thus far Mr. Weſtey has done 
, good in the world. But as to his being a mi- 
niſter of the goſpel of peace, I dare not "flatter 
him in thinking or ſpeaking ſo of him; for his 
doing many things in the Saviour's name, is no 
real evidence of his being an ambaſſador for 
, Chriſt, and a ſteward of his manifold - grace. 
The Phari/ees of old, were as zealous for the 
external modes of religious worſhip as Mr.

Weſley; they compaſſed both ſea and land to 
make proſelytes; they were zealous for the tra- 
ditions of their fathers; they faſted twice a 
week; they made long prayers ; they paid tithe

of them with all their untempered zeal ? But as 


pel, having not ſubmitted' themſelves to the 
righteouſneſs of God, Rom. x. 3. therefore all 
their religion was but a pious way to eternal 


perdition.----And what is Mr. Weſſey's religion 
more than theirs ?

Per- 
haps ſome who may honour theſe pages with 
a peruſal, :may mot be altogether acquainted:

the compilers of the 19th Art, aſſures us, ** that 


this doctrine is full of unſpeakable comfort to 


the godly, and an excellent benefit of God,“ 
neither was the Almighty, under obligation 
to ſave any of the fallen race. When they had 
deſtroyed themſelves by fin, he might have gi- 
ven them over to the tormentor as a ſatisfaction 


to his juſtice, and left them all to periſh in their 
iniquities, as he did the fallen angels. But God, 


who is rich. in mercy, for his great love where- 
with he loved his people, reſolved to be graci- 
ous to them, and in eternal election he remem- 


bered his  antrent covenantꝭ with his cheſen, and 
its articles of peace, which was the principal 


motive of the ſignal favour conferred on the 


veſſels of mercy, without any worthineſs in them; 


and all thoſe whom he choſe to be the objects of 


his ſpecial love, he lodged as à truſt; in the 
Redeemer's hands, that none of them ſhould be 


loſt, but have eternal life; and this claim has 
deſcended to all his ſpiritual ſeed, from age to 
age, from one generation to another, and they 
conſtantly in voke him as their dwelling-place, 
and as their covenant God, from the firſt mo 
ment of their ſpiritual exiſtence, which is the re- 
ſult and evidence of their eternal election. For

This is the view I have: of the doctrine of e- 
leQion, as it is repreſented to us in the ſacred 
writings, And if the Lord knoweth them that

Chriſt from eternity, if he ſet them apart for 

himſelf, in his eternal mind, Pſalm iv. 3. if he 

ordained them unto eternal "life, Acts xiii... 28. 
and appointed them to ſalvation, 1 Theſ. v. 9. 
if he predeſtinated them to the adoption of 

children, to the ſanctification of the ſpirit, and 
belief of the truth, to obedience, to be conform- 
able to the image of his ſon, and to the praiſe 
of his glorious grace, what can there be diſguſt- 
ing and horrible in ſuch a doctrine ?- Do thoſe 
unſpeakably precious favours lead men to pro- 
faneneſs, or 8 they tend to have any bad in- 
fluence, on their practice? Are the heirs of 
promiſe veſted with thoſe ſacred privileges, and 
conſtituted the ſons of God, that they ſhould 
launch i into all manner of licentiouſneſs, and com- 
mit iniquity with greedineſs ; it cannot be, it is 
all impoſſible, I wiſh my readers would can- 
didly conſider theſe things, and ſeriouſly com- 
pare them with the ſtandard of eternal truth, 
ana by that concurrent teſtimony let this doc- 
trine be determined,----And, I perſuade myſelf, 
if the candid. reader will impartially peruſe the 
records of eternity, he will ſee, that the ever- 
laſting love of a faithful Creator to his people, 
has been the leading glory from the foundation 
of their eternal election, to the top ſtone of their 
eternal ſalvation ; and the grace which they aſ-

man's redemption, would be ineffectual, and the 

glory of God the holy Spirit, in the work of

ever fail; grace in the heart, is like a fountain of 
living water, ſpringing up to everlaſting life. 
Neither is it reafonable to ſuppoſe, that the Fa- 
ther of ſpirits will begin a good work in his peo- 
ple, and afterwards caſt them away. Can we 
imagine that a faithful God, who remembers his 
covenant with his choſen, will write his law in 
their hearts, and put his fear in their inward 
parts, and after all, cauſe them totally to de- 
1 from him, and periſh eternally ?

F is the received opinion of Mr. Weſley, 
that the full aſſurance of faith is eſſential. to 
chriſtianity, that a perſon cannot be a chtiſtian 
until he obtains full aſſurance. that his ſins are 
- forgiven, that he is born from above, and inter- 
eſted in the favour of the moſt High. - 

I acknowledge, the full aſſurance of faith is 
attainable-in the preſent life, arid muſt be very 
defirable, but it is not effential to chriſtianity, 
neither is it the privilege of every one that is 
born of the ſpirit of God. Indeed the aſſurance 
which Mr. Weſley boaſts of, men may have, 
for, it appears to me, to be only the fruit of 
human imagination, and a meer delufion ; bit 
with regard to the full aſſurance of faith ſpoken 

6f in ſcripture, I N it is one of the 
| | myſteries of godlineſs, and a ſecret reve- 

tion from God himſelf, whereby he ſhews his 
glory to them whom he thus delights to ho- 
nour; and the force of this Heavenly ray breaks 
the dark clouds, and diſſipates all their doubts 
at once; but this is not the privilege of every 
humble follower of Jefus, neither need they 
make the full aſſurance of faith, the teſt and 
ſtandard by which they ought to judge of the 
ſtate of their ſouls in matters of religion; many

preſence ? -H a Inn world did never eroud in 
upon his mind, and mingle with his folemn de- 
votions, and that When he would do good, Whether 
evil was not preſent with him? The poor de- 
luded creature frankly anſwered in the affirma- 
tive, and acknowledged that he had been miſled 
by Mr, Weſley. Well might the pro ſay, 
— Lord what is man, what a piece of vanity, 
what a ſtupid and wonderful creature is he; how 
vain, how fooliſh, and howignorant is he, that he 
ſhould preſume to boaſt of ſinleſs perfection; and if 
Mr: Wefley means what he aſſerts on this point, if 
he is a ſtranger to indwelling fin, where muſt his 
heart be, where muſt his underſtanding, be, where 
muſt his affectſons be? Surely the man muſt be 
out of his rig mind or paſt feeling. 
I cannot diſmiſs this ſubje& without mention 
ing the pernicious effects of this doctrine in the 
caſe of a well- meaning, your, who was late- _ 
ly ſeduesd away from the eſtabliſned church, 
into the ſame deluſion, by Mr. Weſley's zealous 
art; and ſo deep has this ſtrange doctrine tine-

fection. I confeſs, I was not a little ſurprized 
to find the young champion ſo cloſely attached to 
the favourite tradition of his devour maſter. But, 
inſtead of expreſſing himſelf. in ſoft and gentle 
language, in the heat of his untempered zeal, 
he diſcovered a ſtrange variety of unchriſtian paſ- 
ſions, which brought their ow] refutation, of ſin- 
leſs perfection with them, which ſaved me the 
trouble of paying him that zeſpe& which is due to 
men of ſuch principles. I "own, Criticiſm 
is not my talent, neither is it my inclination, but 
I muſt ſay, the arguments which Mr. Weſley and 
his adherents uſe in favour of finle/s perfection, 
deſerve. not the name of thoughts, they. are ra- 
ther empty dreams, and deluſive impreſſions on 
the imagination; and though I have no kind of 
inclination to be ſevere upon the r ee 
yet, I muſt ſay, that he deſet ves it; rather pity his 
weakneſs, and if ever he ſhould be brought to a pro- 
per ſenſe ofhis own imperfections, and be favoured 
with juſt ideas of thediſtinguiſhing doctrines of the 
reformation, he will ſee abundant cauſe to repent 
of the wretched choice which he has ſo inconſider- 
ately made. I am ſorry to ſpeak. it, but it is true, 
and it is any ſtedfaſt belief, that Sam/on's faxes, 
with the fe- brands at their  zaijs,, were never 
more miſchievous in the corn fields, Judges xv.

J import, it is a /aw term, and in the court of ci- - 

viljudicature, the ſentence of juſtification muſt take 
place before the perſons accuſed can be honour- 
ably acquitted, or let go. And as it is in the ci- 
vil, ſo it is in the Divine law, the ſentence of juſ- 


tification muſt take place in the Divinegnind, be-

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fore the veſſels of mercy and ſalvation were 
acquitted ; and in order to accompliſh this great 
work, the Almighty Saviour entered into cove- 
— with the F ather, undertook to become their 
and paid their debt, and when juſtice was

between God and his people, conſequently, they 
were then acquitted, or let go, that is, in the ſcrip- 
ture phraſe,----Juſtified, Rom. viii. 29. or, as 
the apoſtle otherwiſe repreſents them, as being 
made accepted in the beloved, Eph, i.

I é know there are many learned and pious men 
who imagine, that their ſacred union to Jeſus, 
and their juſtification before God, takes place at 
the time of their effectual calling, by virtue of 
a ſaving faith then received.I admit, in rege- 
neration we are juſtified by faith in the fight of 
men, but faith never juſtifies any before God. 
Tis. true, faith operates in believers and works 
by love in them, and is productive of good works, 
but if it is faith that unites them to Jeſus, and 
Juſtifies them before God, as ſome of our Engliſh 
divines aſſert, what will become of their union 
when their faith ſhall ceaſe, muſt Hot their union 
be diſſolved, and their r ceaſe alfo?

covered by the eye of faith, which 1s of the ſame 
uſe to the. ſoul, as the eye is to the body, never- 
theleſs, a diftinguiſhed writer whoſe name I 
have too great a veneration for to mention 
in publick, aſſerts in his ſermons, that by 
faith we are united to Chriſt, and by faith 
| we are juſtified before him; That it is not by 
working, but by believing, we are juſtified,” ---- 
But I think our celebrated writer is greatly Te 
| taken, 
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taken, for faith never unites any of the veſſels 
of mercy to Jeſus, becauſe their union to the 
promiſed Meſſiah took place long before faith op- 
erated in them, neither is faith the bond of their 
Sacred union to the root of David. I rather thin 
the everlaſting love of God is the only cauſe 
of their elecbiuon union to Jeſus, and his unchang- 
ing love, is the Bond of that indiſſolvable union, 
conſequently their believing in Chriſt muſt be the 
effects and the evidence of their juſtification be- 
fore God, and not the cauſe of it. -It is really y 
amazing that our learned divines, who are well k 
inſtructed into the myſteries of the kingdom, N 
will not give themſelves a little more deliberate © | 
conſideration on thoſe momentous truths, in or- 
der to adjuſt them properly to the religious world. 
are they champions for truth, and ambaſſadors 
for Chriſt ? Let them diſtinguiſh themſelves like 
men in a dark benighted world, valiant for the 
principles of the oracles of Heaven, and thereby 
approve themſelves to God workmen who need 
not be aſhamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. 
As to ſanctification, it is a progreſſive work, and 
takes place in time when the holy Spirit, the 
ſancliſier, takes up his abode in the heart, and 
though there is a perfection of parts, of all the 
parts of the new man in its firſt formation, yet 
every grace of the divine Spirit, ſuch as Faith, 
hope, charity, theſe are all of a progreſſive nature. 
Like which the ſeveral parts of the new born infant - 
are perfect and compleat as ſoon as it is born 
into the world, yet theſe parts of the body, 
which are ſo fearfully and wonderfully made, are 
all capable of growth, and according to a ſtand- 
ing maxim in philoſophy, nature don't grow by + 
leaps, A child don't arrive to the perfection of 
VOI.

manhood at once; and as it is in the natural, ſo it 
is in the divine life:----Although grace conſtitutes / 
men the diſciples of Jeſus, and Iſraelites indeed, 
yet when they are firſt under the nurture and ad- 
monition of theLord the Spirit, they are repreſented” 
as being only new born babes, 1 Pet; ii. 2. never- 
theleſs, by grace divine, under the ſanctifying 
influences df the Spirit of grace, they add to 
their faith, virtue; they grow in grace, and in- 
creaſe in the knowledge of God, they go from 
ſtrength to ſtrength, from one degree of grace 
unto another, till they arrive to the meaſure of 
the ſtature of the fulneſs of Chriſt, Eph. iv.

N all probability it will be expected I give 
ſome account of the time and manner of my 
entrance into this kingdom, and to gratify the 
reader in this particular will by no means be 
diſagreeable to the author. As to my fate upon 
the liquid ocean, ſoon after we left the Britiſi 
-ſhore, were it poſſible for a mortal pen to de- 
ſcribe the dilemma we were in, it would rather 
terrify than delight the reader. The next day 
after we ſet ſail, while the paſſengers were divert- 
ing themſelyes with their deluſive amuſements, 
all at once we were alarmed with a dreadful ſtorm,

Such a ſudden change I never ſaw before, ſuch 
impreſſions of awe, and ſuch chilling horrors 
| feized every mind. Not one in the ſhip but aſ- 
\ ſumed an air of ſadneſs, Melancholy, deep me- 
lancholy was in every countenance. Some faint- 
ing away, others, what ſtrange affrights and an- 
. - guiſh of mind did they. diſcover. The raging 
waves daſhing, and the ſeas running mountains 
high, wave riſing upon wave, and billow rolling 
upon billow.

niform behaviour, are the praiſe. of the whole 
iſland, and a glory to chriſtianity. And though 
there are many reſpectable families in the weſt and 
ſouthern parts of the iſland, who are diſtinguiſhed 
for their exalted rank and ample fortune; for their 

lite behaviour and obliging manners, yet I have 
requently obſerved that luxury and ſuperſtition are 
the favourite amuſements, and the prevailing habits 
of the common people in thoſe parts. Rut the inha- 
bitants in the North are of a more religious turn 
of mind, and from the appearance of their man- 
ers, they ſeem as though they were caſt in a dif- 
ferent mould. Their conſcientious regard for the 
Lord's day, their diligent attendance upon pub- 
lick and Divine worſhip, their numerous and 
delightful aſſemblies on thoſe ſolemn occa- 
ſions, I have frequently obſerved withpleaſingaſto- 
niſhment, which are the diſtinguiſhing character- 
iſticks of the people in the North of Ireland, 
wherein I think they excel. I know the diſpo- 
fitions of men vary as-much their features, and 
their tempers ate caſt in different molds. _ Some 
are immerſed in ſenſuality, and carried away with 
the rude blaſts of ungraceful pride and ſinful 
paſſion, and others diſcover a meanneſs of ſpirit 
too low to be deſcribed, like the nigpgardly mortal, 

I met the other day in the neighbourhood of 
Clogher,who is digrufied both with a_/acred _ 
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office, as ſuperior tb his nature, as virtue is ſuperior 
to — There is ſomething. ſo difpleating and 
forbidding in the aſpect of his countenance, ſo 
rude in his ſpeech, and ſo offenſive in hs car- 
Triage, in a word, there is ſomething ſo imperi- 
ous and tyrannical in the whole of his behaviour, 
one. cannot paſs it by unnoticed, reſentment will 
immediately take place againſt ſuch behaviour;
